WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—Jewish community leadership 
ia South Africa does not take 
a stand against the present gov- 
ernment’s policy of racial segre- 
gation, and the community as 

whole holds the same views as 
the general white community, 
according to a leading South 
African rabbi from Johannes- 
burg. 

WHILE ACKNOWLEDGING 
that some Jews as individuals 
may differ on this issue with 
overnment policy, Rabbi Lionel 
ane told The POST and 
OPINION that as part of the 
European white community, the 
Jewish community differs very 
Jittle from those views held by 
others of the white community 
on racial issues, 

“The general opinion of the 
white community is that there 
ghould be segregation because 
pf the general disparity in cul- 
tural levels between the Eu- 
ropean and the native popula- 
tion. It is very difficult to tell 
on what they ought to do on 
segregation when you _ have 
puch disparity between a well- 
‘developed civilization and a very 
primitive one,” Rabbi Singer 
declared. 

ADMITTING THAT segrega- 
tion on a territorial basis as 
practiced in the Union of South 
Africa “sounds like pure dis- 
crimination,” Rabbi Singer in- 


pisted that it exists as of neces- 


sity prompted by “a sense of 
guardianship” since half of the 
native population has _ never 
even seen a white man and is 
absolutely primitive. 

The natives can join any 
church they wish and a very few 
churches in South Africa do 
have mixed services according 
to Rabbi Singer.

There was some _ sense of 
anxiety and security before the 
election of the present govern- 
ment when the race issues were 
being debated but Rabbi Singer 
attributed this to “the usual 
sense of Jewish insecurity.” 

HE POINTED to the fact that 
Johannesburg’s Jews number 
60,000 of a total population of 
420,000 and in the past nine 
years Johannesburg has_ had 
three Jewish mayors and a good 
humber of Jewish members of 
the city council.

LCS ANGELES (NJP)—Only 
12 butchers out of nearly 90 
kosher markets in this city re- 
main on the kosher list, following 
a probe by the Beth-Din Ha-Ic 
(religious court of the city). 
THE NEW Beth-Din, represent- 
ing the 20,000-member Council 
of Traditional Synagogues, and 
co-operating with the Los An- 
geles Jewish Community Coun- 
cil, disqualified the kashrut au- 
thority of the Haredim Beth-Din, 
which had been certifying the 


US Jews Said 
‘Drowning in 
Vulgarity’ 


AMERICAN JEWS, with other 
Americans, are “drowning in a 
sea of vulgarity today,” a vet- 
eran Jewish editor said here 
last week, 

Edward E. Grusd of Wash- 
ington, D. C., editor of the Na- 
tional Jewish Monthly, — said: 
“Jews are assimilating not the 
best but often the worst in 
American life. We are drifting 
further down the wellsprings of 
our own Jewish ethics.” 

He blamed the mass media 
for this “vulgarity” because the 
hings we read and watch and 
hear are aimed too often at the 
lowest common denominator. 

Grusd said Jewish students, in 
heir desire to conform, are no 
longer the outstanding scholars 
they were a generation or more 
ago, 


“JEWISH PEOPLE are _ be- 
coming the same kind of people 
as everyone else,” he said.

The disqualification followed 
four sessions of public hearings 
which heard shohtim (slaughter- 
ers) and mashgihim (supervisors 
of kashrut) describe kashrut vio- 
lations that rendered chicken as 
treif (unkosher) (NJP, Dec. 6). 
One slaughterer lost his position 
in a matter of hours after his 
testimony before tthe rabbinic 
court, 

Censured by the action was 
Rabbi Chaim J. Etner, head of 
the Haredim Beth Din, together 
with Rabbis Orlansky and Fried- 
man, who were charged with 
negligence that allowed _ scald- 
ing of chickens instead of cor- 
rect kashrut procedure of dry 
plucking. 


RABBI OSHER ZILBERSTEIN 
who presided’ at the hearings 
said that the “chaos of kashrut 
in our city is a scandal that we 
hope will soon end.” 

No one from Rabbi Etner’s 
group or the Haredim appeared 
to answer charges although cir- 
culars were passed out at the 
closing session of the hearings 
which were signed by one kash- 
rut supervisor and three 
slaughterers, who denied all 
charges and insisted that full 
kashrut procedures were  fol- 
lowed, 

The Beth-Din also reinstated 
into full status two shohtim 
Rabbi Etner’s group had dis- 
qualified in an action that had 
resulted in a temporary stoppage 
by the AFL Butchers Union. 

It is not expected that Rabbi 
Etner’s group will recognize the 
“Psak-Din” (rabbinic decree). 
Thus at present Los Angeles 
Jewish housewives would have 
two lists of butchers to shop

THE DIRECTOR of a national 
Jewish social action committee 
called the putting of religious 
symbols on public property a 
violation of the American “doc- 
trine of separation of the church 
and state.” 

Rabbi Eugene J. Lipman, in 
an interview here, referred spe- 
cifically to the staging of Na- 
tivity scenes in public parks and 
prayer services in public schools. 

He poinied out that his group 
-the social action committee 
of the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations—also had 
opposed the placing of plaques 
of the Ten Commandments in 
the public schools of New Hyde 
Park, N.. ¥: 


“THERE ARE powerful groups 
‘n this country who think this 
doctrine of separation merely 
means that the state should give 
non-preferential aid to all 
churches.” 

“But to the Jewish community 
it means a complete wall between 
all religion and the state.” 

“When are people going to 
start worrying about the rights 
of atheists?” he askedt 


“MY ORGANIZATION is 100 
per cent behind religious educa- 
tion and more of it,” he said, 
“but it should be completely in 
the hands of the churches and 
the synagogues,”

dam and Utrecht, Inbal affected 
the critics in this manner: “As 
a show, Inbal is both exotic and 
esoteric,” the London Times said. 
It singled out a solo dance, 
“Song of Deborah,” as “stirring,” 
and the long, four-part “Yem- 
enite Wedding” as “pure folk- 
lore.” “A show that has spirit, 
style and fervent faith,” the 
Daily Express declared. The 
Daily Telegraph said: “The 
whole performance fascinates by 
the directness and simplicity of 
its evocation of Hebrew beliefs.” 
The Manchester Guardian called 
it simply “a gem.” 

Anna_ Sokolow, American 
dancer and choreographer who 
worked with Inbal in Israel for 
many years, cabled the Amer- 
ica-Israel Cultural Foundation, 
sponsor of Inbal: “Opening 
beautiful. Am sure of success 
in U. S. Your trust, belief, in 
this great form Israeli culture 
justified. Many thanks for this 
inspired evening.” 

INBAL’S REPERTOIRE de- 
rives largely from Biblical in- 
terpretations and Yemenite folk- 
lore arranged by Sara Levi- 
Tanai, its brilliant director- 
choreographer. The music is by 
flute, cymbal, drums, bells and 
a five-piece chamber orchestra. 

The company arrives in this 
country Dec. 29 and opens at a 
Broadway theater Jan. 6. Fol- 
lowing the New York run, In- 
bal’s long tour of this continent 
will begin, including Philadel- 
phia, Washington, Boston, Mont- 
real, Toronto, Detroit, Cleveland, 
Chicago and other cities. 


‘Eugene Onegin’ 
Enthuses Critics 


THE OTHER NIGHT we en- 
tered the Metropolitan Opera 
House for the purpose of re- 
porting, for the first time in a 
year in person, on the voice of 
Richard Tucker. 

As luck would have it, Tucker 
was not in the cast, because of 
a death in his family. So we 
settled back to listen to the opera 
all the critics had been shout- 
ing about. More than three 
hours Jater, as the final curtain 
descended, we unloosened our 
larynx and added our voice 
modestly to the din. 

For the first time in nearly 
three decades, Tchaikovsky’s 
“Eugene Onegin” was being pre- 
sented at the Met—sentimental, 
nostalgic, appealing to the eye, 
marvelously seductive to the 
ear. The cast was a fine one, 
and the music so lovely and 
flowing, so melodic, that multiple 
productions of the work sold out 
soon after they were posted. 

THERE IS NO Tchaikovsky 
opera in the staple repertoire 
at the Met. After the resound- 
ing success “Eugene Onegin’ has 
had, it deserves to be repeated, 
at least for one more season. 
The only major criticism against 
the opera is its lovelorn libretto, 
Yet, who really cares? Are ex- 
travagant lyrics so preposterous 
where romance is concerned? 
And if the situation is maud- 
lin, the production is so good, 
the emotions so identifiable, and 
Mr. Tchaikovsky in such top 
form, that stony hearts melt in 
the very first scene.

TEL AVIV (NJP)—ELI TABOR, reporter for the Israeli 
magazine “Ha’olam Hazeh,” wag released last week from cus- 
tody after accusing the Israeli secret service of beating him 
up and kidnaping him.

Israel. 

Before his release, “his family had claimed that they knew 
that he had been abducted” even before the police informed 
authorities of Tabor’s disappearance, a police spokesmafi said. 

The bizarre “whodunnit” mystery began when the 23-year- 
old reporter did not appear for an editorial staff meeting last 
week. Police were informed, and a Jerusalem Post writer re- 
ported seeing Tabor the next morning.

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‘Strong Hope’ Seen for Jew-Arab Peace in Israel 


By DRAKE MABRY 


DES MOINES, Ia. (NJP)—Dr. 
Chaim Vardi counselor on 
Christian affairs to the Israe} 
ministry of religion and editor 
of “Christian News from Israel,” 
said here this week there is a 
“strong hope” for peace between 
Jews and Arabs in Israel. 

Speaking- before an audience 
of religion students and faculty 
members during Drake Univer- 
sity’s Religion in Action week, 
Dr. Vardi said Arabs now living 
in Israel cannot become “mor- 
ally integrated” into the coun- 
try’s society because of the great 
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tension still existing along Is- 
rael’s borders. 

He said the 106,000 Moslems 
in Israel cannot be expected to 
accept Israel because ‘Arabs 
come from a proud. nation.” 


“BUT THOSE now in Israel,” 
the short Dr. Vardi said in 
clipped English, “are peaceful 
and enjoy much freedom, And 
they should enjoy more as the 
younger generations of both 
countries learn to be more tol- 
erant.” 

Dr. Vardi said the Israeli gov- 
ernment has helped the Arab 
“feel at home” by helping de- 
velop the Arab community’s edu- 
cation system, bringing water 
and other western ideas to his 
villages and seeing that they are 
accepted into Israel’s “powerful 











trade unions.” 

Dr. Vardi, who 
“The Meeting of Christianity, 
Islam and Judaism in Israel,” 
said Jews never ceased to meet 
Christians, but with the excep- 
tion of the United States, these 
meetings were “not very happy.” 
“IN FACT,” he explained, 
“the relationship as a whole has 
been far from satisfactory—it 
was persecution.” 

He said 10 to 12 per cent of 
the population of Israel is non- 
Jewish. Most of these are Cath- 
olic.

“Israel realizes it is necessary 
to deal with Christianity,” Dr. 
Vardi said, “because they repre- 
sent the great churches of the 
world, 

“We give them complete free- 
dom,” he said, “and even go out 
of our way to meet the wishes 
and needs of all the Christian 
communities, 

“And many Christian commun- 
ities feel more secure in Israel 
than in neighboring countries,” 
he said.

DES MOINES, Ia. (NJP)

Included in these projects are 
the expansion of a_ nationwide 
religious summer camp program 
the strength-

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through the training of more 
teachers and the publication of 
urgently needed religious texts. 

Others are the extension of 
financial aid to new groups of 
adherents seeking to establish 
Reform congregations and syna- 
gogues; the training of close to 
one thousand advanced students 
for careers as rabbis, cantors, 
choir leaders and religious edu- 
cators, and the enlargement of 
facilities for religious study and 
Biblical research. 

MRS. DALSHEIMER says the 
position she has just taken on 
will involve speaking tours and 
assignments throughout the na- 
tion. She has already been 
booked for an address in behalf 
of the campaign in Philadelphia 
and a tentative engagement has 
also been made for later in 
Miami. 

“It’s really the same sort of 
work I’ve been doing for the Na- 
tional Federation of Temple Sis- 
terhoods,” Mrs. Dalsheimer said 
in Baltimore. “I supporse the 
national officers figured that if 
I could talk for the women, I 
could talk for the men as well.” 

Mrs. Dalsheimer somehow 
plans to find time for all these 
speeches and activities in con- 
junction with her job as a home- 
maker and a formidable list of 
cther activities.

‘Mother’ of Home for Aged 


Started from 


LOS ANGELES (NJP)—AT 
THE AGE of 92 Mrs. Ray Coren- 
son, whose simple act of Jewish 
faith 45 years ago gave birth to a 
mighty institution here, died last 
week. 

Known as the “mother of the 
Jewish Home for the Aged” Mrs. 
Corenson visited the Los Angeles 
County Poor Farm in 1912 and 
found three elderly Jewish men 
who faced a seder-less Passover. 
It was her idea to rent a house 
for the three and provide them 
with a full and rich Passover. 

It was then that the Jewish 
Home for the Aged was born, Up 
until recently she gave of herself 
in building and expanding the 
Home and its many auxiliaries. 
It now operates on a $600,000 
annual budget and is largest Or- 
thodox institution of its kind 
outside of New York City.

-§he dynamite that didn’t go off 


(NJP, Nov. 29) failed to blow 
wp 8 local synagogue while 40 
women were inside, but it also 
failed to arouse much Indigna- 
tion in the non-Jewish commun- 
fty. The last fact is what worries 
of Charlotte’s Jewish 
Jeaders. 

THE DYNAMITE was found 
outside the rear of Temple Beth 
£l on Nov. 12, just after a meet- 
ing of the Temple Sisterhood 
broke up. It was known to only 


' police and two Temple officials 


for more than a week, until news- 
papers heard of the incident. 

The six sticks of dynamite, 
police said, were “enough to 
blow the building to kingdom 
eome.” 

Community reaction, however, 
goundeg more like a popgun. 

The head of the local Christian 
Ministerial Association called 
the atttempted dynamiting a 
“very unfortunate thing,” then 
added he hoped it was not con- 
nected with the (Negro) unrest 
ebroad today, as Charlotte has 
“peen very fortunate up to now 
in avoiding the things other cit- 
fes have been faced with.” 

QUERIED FOR reaction by & 
local newspaper, the president 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
allowed that “of course” the 
Chamber was opposed to vio- 
lence. The statement was so in- 
nocuous the newspaper never 
ran it. 

There have been no editorials 
{fn local newspapers, nor even a 
letter to the editor about the 
dynamiting. 

Jewish leaders here theorize 
that three facts may account for 
the Jack of indignation on the 
part of the community: 

The fact of nine days between 
the incident and its reporting 
lessened the public impact. Rabbi 
Melvin Helfgott of Temple Beth 
Fl says police officials asked for 
secrecy so they’d have a better 
chance to catch the culprits, and 
because publicity is what the 
dynamiters were after. The 
dynamiters, incidentally, have not 
yet been found. 

Because dynamiting of a re- 
ligious edifice seems so incredible 
to most. Charlotteans, the fact 
that 40 women might have been 
killed has never sunk in. 

Charlotte claims to have more 
churches in relation to popula- 
tion than any city in the world 
other than Edinburgh, Scotland. 

The Jewish community here 
traces its roots to J. Nathan, 
listed on the rolls of local vol- 
unteers for General Washing- 
ton’s revolutionary army. But 
the Jews of Charlotte have never 
heen as prominent as those of 
Charleston, S. C., or of Greens- 
boro, N. C., home of the Cone 
textile empire. 


Because of the presence of 
Harry Golden, much-publicized 
editor of the unique personal 
causerie, The Carolina Israelite, 
many Carolinian Gentiles think 
ef Charlotte as the center of the 
state’s Jewish life, which is far 
from the truth. ; 

Golden, in fact, is largely a 
prophet without honor in the 
local Jewish community, due at 
least in part to his outspoken 
stand on the race issue. 


AN ESTIMATED 400-450 Jew- 
ish families live here now, about 
double the pre-World War II 
population. 

Community relations have been 
generally good, though there 
have been a few jarring incidents. 
A few years ago vandals painted 
swastikas on the exterior walls 
of Temple Israel, the Conserv- 
ative synagogue here. 

Last year Charlotte Jews began 
to be bothered with a flood of 
locally-produced hate literature 
and three men were convicted 
of anonymous distribution of 
hate matter. 

Early this Spring vandals 
dumped papers bearing the 
scrawled legend, “Nigger Loving 
Jews” and “Kill Jews” in Temple 
Beth El’s building. 

A few Jewish families, ap- 
parently selected at random 
from a telephone book, reported 
receiving abusive phone calls. 

A meeting of state Anti- 
Defamation League officials was 
held here Sunday, Dec. 1, in an 
attempt to survey the commun- 
ity relations scene in Charlotte 
and other parts of the state. 

Bothering the ADL officials as 
well as other Jewish citizens was 
the question, “Why has there 
been no general] indignation?”

NEW YORK-—I recall the time, 
not SO Many years ago, when it 
was considered judicious for the 
American Jewish community to 
refrain from undue publicity for 
the large amounts of money

The 
theory was

For one 
thing, at a time when the United 
States government itself is spend- 
ing literally billions of dollars 
in foreign aid of various kinds, 
the Jewish assistance to Israel, 
proportionately insignificant, can 
be viewed as an extension of 
America’s own foreign policy.

gram, voluntarily undertaken by 
American Jews, to strengthen 
democracy’s bastions in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Then again, the generous gifts 
made by American Jews to pub- 
lic, non-sectarian causes in this 
country have removed most 
fears of unpleasant comparisons. 
It is true that wealthy American 
Jews have given endowments to 
cultural, educational, philanthro- 
pic and public welfare institu- 
tions and agencies with lavish 
hand. On a smaller scale, within 
local communities, Jews have 
not lagged behind their neigh- 
bors in support of community 
causes, 

But it is not merely that Jew- 
ish self-consciousness has been 
eased, Public knowledge of the 
extent of the support given by 
American Jewry to their own 
causes has brought even a 
measure of respect. More than 
once in recent weeks I have heard 
that leading non-Jews have paid 
their respects to their non-Jewish 
neighbors for their generosity. 
Church leaders sometimes chide 
their congregants, and hold out 
the example of the local syna- 
gogue or temple to encourage 
their people, It has been noted 
that in many cities a campaign 
with as much human appeal as 
the Red Cross, or cancer drive, 
will produce results for the city 
as a whole which are shameful, 
compared to what Jews give 
within their own midst for their 
internal causes, 


IN ONE CITY, a banker turned 
to his Jewish friends in friendlyy 
bewilderment. “I don’t know 
how you do it,” he sald. “It’s not 


that Jews are wealthier. There

are plenty of rich Christians, 
too, but they don’t contribute to 
philanthropy with the same lJib- 
eral heart. How do you do Wi? 
How do you organize your 
drives? What is the gimmick 
which you find most successful?” 

Quick as a flash, a Jewish com- 
munity leader replied softly: “If 
one third of all the Christians of 
the world had been brutally mas- 
sacred as part of a deliberate 
campaign of extermination, 12 
think you would find the sur- 
vivors more susceptible to your 
fund-raising drives.” 

This reply is not the whole 
story, by any means, but the 
reason suggested is not without 
significance. Sorrow and suffering 
soften the heart, Even after the 
immediate impact has worn off, 
the generous impulses which 
have been developed do remain. 


IT IS PERHAPS true that gen- 
erosity has played an important 
part in Jewish life for a long 
time. The “pushkes” which once 
decorated every Jewish home 
were crude, but recognizable ele- 
menis of such generosity, The 
habit of giving is taught to Jew- 
ish youth from early childhood, 
The thoughtful observer will no 
doubt find other elements, 

The fact remains that we ean 
be proud of Jewish acceptance 
of responsibility. for others in 
need, The phrase “a Jewish heart” 
may be worn and trite, but there 
seems to be something to it,

bY THE BAKERS OF “OVEN CRISP” UNSALTED MATZOH§ 
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JERUSALEM (NJP) — IS- 
RAEL'S chief rabbbinate will is- 
gue new regulations to rabbis 
and burial societies on the action 
to take on interment of children 
of non-Jewish mothers, follow- 
ing a national storm provoked 
by a rabbi’s refusal to bury an 
uncircumsized five-year-old at 
Pardess Hanna, the child of a 
non-Jewish mother. 

Dr. Zorah Warhaftig, deputy 
minister of religious affairs, 
called a press conference to make 
that announcement after charges 
of “Nazi” and “despicable deed” 
had been hurled in Knesset de- 
bate on what has become a na- 
tional issue, 

The child, Aharon Steinberg, -a 
polio victim, was buried outside 
the cemetery, but Jater unknown 
persons moved the cemetery 
fence to include his body within 
the grounds. 

Dr. Warhaftig said the new 
instructions on burial were re- 
quired “to clear up any doubt” 
because of the large number of 
mixed marriages in Israel fol- 
lowing recent immigration from 
Eastern Europe. 


HE SAID the rabbi had acted 
in keeping with Jewish law, since 
the child, according to halaha, 
was Christian. 

Dr. Warhaftig also said that 
750 immigrant children had been 
circumcised since May 1, com- 
pared with 625 in the previous 
four and a half years. Ages 
ranged from 10 to 17. There is no 
pressure from official institutions 
for circumcision, he added. 

Dr. Warhaftig said there have 
doubtless been occasionS’ when 
Jewish neighbors were unfriendly 
to non-Jewish wives in mixed 
marriages, but added he _ had 
found “nothing of serious pro- 
portion.” What is clear, he said, 
is that “there are Jews who ob- 
serve the boundaries between 
Jews and non-Jews.” 

Other points raised by Dr. 
Warhaftig in the press confer- 
ence: 


@ Kibbutz cemeteries are sup- 
ervised by the ministry, but “I 
don't know what will happen if 
they decide to bury non-Jews 
there.” 


@ There is no need for boun- 
daries between nations, but it 
might be postulated that ‘“who- 
ever wants to maintain a sep- 
arate religion and a separate na- 
tion must preserve the bounds.’ 


@ The Jewish nation is “not 
enthusiastic’ about conversions. 
In ordinary cases it takes about 
a year, but the rabbinate has 
eased restrictions “for the sake 
of family life.” 


IN THE Knesset the matter 
was raised during debate on 
Jewish marriage laws. Mrs. Beba 
Idelson expressed the hope that 
jt would be possible to rise 
above “formal things which were 
written thousands of years ago 
and have become a deadletter.” 
She said it was inconceivable

such “rigidity and cruelty” could 


take place in 1957. 

Ya’acov Katz of Poalei Agudat 
Israel said to listen to some of 
the speakers one would think it 
was not the husbands who left 
their wives who were at fault, 
but Jewish law on marriage and 
divorce. Katz declared that the 
“precept of purity of race tells 
us this represents a danger to 
the Jewish people.” 

Yitzhak Ben-Aharon of Ahdut 
Ha’avoda shouted “The Nazis 
talked about racial purity.” Then 
he added “Are you_ racially 
pure?” 


“WE WILL NOT change tthe 
law of Israel in the State of Is- 
rael,”’ Katz retorted. As he sat 
down, Ben-Aharon askeq “Will 
there be a_ statement’ by the 
government about the despicable 
deed at Pardess Hanna?” 


Mapai’s David Bar-Rav-Hay 
said the Knesset could not 
change religious law, but it 


could pass a law governing fu- 
neral procedure. “There are 
many law which have become 
petrified, and if the men of 
halaha cannot determine the law 
in accordance with life, then life 
will pass the halaha by.” 

As the debate returned to the 
marriage laws, Dr. I. S. Rosen- 
berg of Mizrachi said he thought 
it strange that women ‘members 
shoulq want to make it easier to 
enter into and dissolve a mar- 
riage. The woman is the main 
beneficiary of the marriage laws, 
he said. 

The Jerusalem Post and other 
publications have published num- 
erous indignant letters from 
readers over the refusal to bury 
the Steinberg child. 


ONE ASKED “Don't our rab- 
bis take too much liberty in re- 
fusing proper burial just because 
the child’s mother is non-Jew- 
ish?” 

Another expressed “burning 
shame and_ indignation.” The 
thought one writer stated was that 
“the non-Jewish women who have 
stayed faithfully by their hus- 
bands through persecution... 
suffered enough humiliation 
here.” 

Another writer asked: “Is it 
possible that every little fanatic 
under the cloak of what he calls 
true terms religion can touch 
one of humanity’s fundamental 
rights —- the right of decent

But lest we think it was all 
peaches and cream even in those 
relatively simple days, it’s well 
to remember that the foremost 
hero of the 64-square world at 
the turn of the century entered 
the field primarily because his 
religion made it too difficult for 
him to make a living at his first 
choice of a profession. 

YES, EMMANUEL LASKER, 
whose name 60 years ago and 
for more than 35 years was 
synonymous with chess, is an- 
other example of the many men 
who have gained pre-eminence 
in a field which they entered 
only as an alternative to some- 
thing they would much rather 
have done. 

Lasker, born in Germany in 
1869, early showed great pro- 
ficiency in mathematics. But his 
chances of obtaining a_ profes- 
sorship in a German university 
in that field in the 1890s, if not 
nil, were extremely small be- 
cause of his Jewish birth. 

Fortunately, however, as_ it 
turned out, Lasker early showed 
great skill at chess. Being denied 
entry into mathematics, he de- 
cided to make his living’ by

achieving mastery on the chess- 
board. 

IN 1894, IN A match in New 
York, Lasker defeated William 
Steinitz to win the world title. 
For the next 27 years he ruled 
the chess world and for another 
15 years remained in the top 
ranks. 

Despite his enormous success 
as a chess player, Lasker never 
relinquished his preference for 
mathematics. He wrote several 
books on the subject, even taught 
for a while in England and at- 
tempted to solve philosophical 
problems through its use. 

But chess remained his main 
outlet for the drive to achieve 
status among men. In the same 
way that the Jewish prizefighter 
of the 1920s, the Italian of the 
1930s and the Negro of today 
have found a road to fame, 
monetary success and _ self- 
respect, Emmanuel Lasker dis- 
covered in chess the personal 
satisfaction which had been de- 
nied to him in mathematics. 

He himself put it this way: 

“IN MATHEMATICS, if I find 
a new approach to a problem, an- 
other mathematician might claim 
that he has a better, more ele- 
gant solution. In chess, if any- 
body claims he is better than I, 
I can checkmate him.” 

What is the point of all this? 

It may be that in the back- 
ground of Lasker’s enormous 
drive to succeed in chess can be 
found a partial reason for the 
relative lack of great Jewish 
boxers, all-American football 
players and other top-ranking 
athletes in the America of today. 

As pointed out, if I understand 
rightly, in a recent Editor’s 
Chair in this newspaper, the 
compulsive drive to “succeed” in 
narrow channels of activity such 
as certain sports, has been dis- 
sipated by the improved status 
and relaxed tension of the Jewish 
American. 

No longer need a Lasker reach 
the peak in chess because he 
cannot hurdle imposed limita- 
tions in mathematics. He can 
enter his chosen field and’ give 
chess the second place it ranks 





in his esteem.

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LUCKY SOUTHERN JEWS 


TWO JEWISH LEADERS from different parts of the 
world rise to defend Jews who are faced with the need 
of making courageous decisions about their neighbors who 
are of a different color and race. 

From South Africa, Rabbi Lionel Singer condones the 
silence of his Jewish compatriots on the atrocious 
aparatheid laws. 

In Denver, Colo., David H. White, editor of the Jew- 
ish Herald-Voice of Houston, and a national vice-president 
cf B'nai B’rith, condemns national Jewish organizations 
for taking decisive stands on ihe integration question with- 
out consulting their Southern constituents (NJP, Dec. 6). 

We might get a more rounded picture of the situa- 
tion if we consider what the position cf the Jew would 
have been in the South had our national Jewish organiza- 
tions not taken strong stands in favor of school integration. 

With Jews silent over this critical question, it would 
never have been possible for Roy Wilkins, executive sec- 
retary of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People to say that “for understandabie reasons we 
cannot expect the Jews in the small towns to go out ona 
white horse crusading for iniegration” (NJP, Dec. 6). He 
added, and this is the important part of his statement, that 
the rabbinate with few exceptions is “on our side.” 

THE POINT IS that by our national Jewish organiza- 
tions taking a solid stand in behalf of integtation, they 
have taken the heat off the Southern Jew. As it is new, 
the Southern Jew can keep silent on the question in the 
knowledge that the Jews as such have committed them- 
selves to what even the Southern Jew knows is the right 
position. 

This is a mercenary view of the entire situation, and 
conveniently igncres ethics and morality, all of which 
dictate that every thinking Jew must abhor prejudice 
whether it is directed against him or against his neighbor. 

In our opinion, the Southern Jews are luckier than 
they know, and would do well to bear their burdens with- 
cut too much ccmplaint, for matters could be a good deal 
worse. 


VIEWS ON HANUKA 


WHETHER OR NOT you like the idea of the new em- 
phasis on Hanuka and whether you feel that this emphasis 
is another sign of our succumbing to the majority culture 
around us, you must admit that Hanuka is today very 
reariy a major holiday in the Jewish calendar equaling, 
if not surpassing, Passover 

To those who like to devalue the current revival of 
Judaism, the view that Hanuka as it is celebrated today 
is nothing more or less than an aping of Christmas will be 
the emphasis. 

To us there are two points involved: 

One is that it is most fortunate that Hanuka’s refurb- 


ishing into a major Jewish holiday comes at a time when 


there is a new trend toward observing all Jewish holidays, 
even the minor oncs such as, fer instance, Tu Bishvat, the 
birthday of the trees. If Hanuka as we celebrate it today 
were a solitary phenomenon, then it would really be tragic 
as far as Judaism in America was concerned. 

The second observation is that all through history, 
Jewish practices were modified, or intensified, according 
to the civilization in which Jews lived and the prevailing 
culture. Even in the times of the ghetto this cultural and 
religious interaction was to some extent inevitable. 


END THIS COMPETITION 


THE CALL for the reconstitution of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council (NJP, Nov. 22) to in- 
clude once again the Anti-Defamation League cf B'nai 
B’rith and the American Jewish Committee may not fall on 
deaf ears this time. The ADL and thé AJCommittee with- 
drew from the NCRAC in 1952. 

At that time, the positions of the two crganizations 
were somewhat in a state of flux. The Jewish community 
as a whole had shifted from the stand that its salvation 
lay in exposing anti-Semites and fighting their efforts tooth 
and nail. There was a feeling that the anti-Semites might 
just as well be ignored, and a concomitant view that the 
majer concern of the United States Jewish group was 
something more substantial than merely jumping every 
time an anti-Semite sent out a pamphlet cr made a speech. 

TODAY, HOWEVER, both the AJCommittee and the 
B'nai B'rith, due in large part to the splendid leadership 
they have been receiving since 1952, need no longer be 
concerned lest by joining hands with other agencies simil- 
arly occupied, they sacrifice an important part of their 
operations or suffer any eclipse because of it. 

There is less division today between the agencies in 
the field of civic protective work than ever before. In 
fact, it almost could be said that there are no major dif- 
ferences on civie protective work among the American 
Jewish Congress, the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith. and the American Jewish Committee. 

All these factors taken as a whole, the present strength 
of the B’nai B’rith and the AJCommittee, the new approach 
to civie defense problems, and the general maturity of the 
Jewish community make it likely that the ADL and the 
AJCommittee will entertain seriously the invitation to re- 


consider their withdrawal from the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council. 

In one area of work—that on integration—there is no 
c lination whatsoever among our national Jewish or- 


tions. Each works on its own. In other areas, the

WE FOLLOW a practice in writing edi- 
torials Which is somewhat haphazard and re- 
sults in the dilemma facing us now. We'll 
often write enough editorials at one sitting 
for two issues of The POST and OPINION, 
keeping in mind the following week, when 
more editorials will be needed. 

Comes the following week, and more 
urgent matters require editorials, with the 
result that we slowly build up a backlog of 
editorials. 

As anyone who has to do something 
continuously week after week will tell you, 
this is a good position to be in—to have your 
work out ahead of time. But the problem is 
that some of the editorials become outdated 
before there is room for them in the paper, 
A related problem is that we often feel that 
cur approach in the editorial should be re- 
vised, so we rewrite it. 

BY THEN, we're pretty well confused. 
We can’t recall precisely whether the edi- 
torial was printed or not, and it has even 
happened that we'll refer at a later date to 
an editorial which never ran. 

Just such a case was in the matter of 
the Sinai Campaign. The editorial we wrote, 
which evidently never got into the paper, 
took excepticn to American Jews who seemed 
to be gloating over the success of Israel’s 
arms. Our position was that Israeli Jews 
might properly be elated over the victory, but 
American Jews should always remember that 
a resort to force was rarely the answer. 

And to carry through the thought of this 
chair, here’s an editorial we wrote last year, 
which we doubt ever got printed, but we’re 
not so sure. We may have rewritten it and 
you may have read the revised version. So 
forgive us if this is a duplication: 

JUST WHAT EFFECT the high per- 
centage of Jews attending colleges will 
have on the Jewish community of the next 
five and 10 years could be the basis of an 
interesting study. The B’nai B'rith fig- 
ures released (NJP, Nov. 16, 1956) as part 
of their decennial survey Shows that 62 out 
of every 100 college-age Jewish persons is 
enrolled in an institution of higher learn- 





ing. A news item in an earlier issue of 
The POST (NJP, Nov. 9, 1956) showed that 
93 per cent of the Jewish high school grad- 
uates in Omaha, Neb., attended college. 

The transformation is one from an im- 
migrant Jewish community, with many of 
the leaders themselves not having been 
born in the United States, to a college-edu- 
cated Jewish community. 

THIS IS NO NEW phenomenon. It 
has been taking place before our eyes, and 
although most people never stop to think 
about it, it must have been obvious to those 
who consider the matter, that the trans- 
formation from one kind of Jewish com- 
munity to another in so short a time will 
have tremendous repercussions on our Jew- 
ish community life. 

From the standpoint of our national 
Jewish organizations alone, the shift called 
for in programming alone, is one which 
needs comprehensive consideration. 

Then, too, our synagogues will also feel 
the effects of this quiet revolution. The 
rabbi who today preaches one kind of ser- 
mon aimed at balabatim will have to con- 
sider a more intellectual approach in five 
or 10 years from now.

Joseph was that rare creature, a dreamer 
and a doer. These gifts are seldom combined 
in an executive personality, though they do 
conspire sweetly together in artists, poets 
and theoretical scientists. Generally dreamers 
are lufimenschen, up-in-the-air folk, who pre- 
fer the stuff that dreams 
are made of, because it is 
free of the strictures of 
necessity, 

WHO DOES NOT know 
these Walter Mittys who 
snuff star dust and live in 
that purple vapor where all 
bow down to their irresis- 
tible prowess, where space 

: is but one huge red carpet 
Rabbi Weinstein to their feet and time their 
endless spending money? When shades of 
the prison house of maturity grow about 
them, they often live on borrowed _ snuff. 
They move into the habiliments of the heroes 
of the stadia and the cinema screens or those 
uninhibited extroverts who pull the cork out 
of the whiskey bottle. These are cheap, vi- 
carious fantasies, but they have an amazing 
toughness. They have been known to with- 
stand the cold water of reality for a life- 
fime. From the cradle to the grave, hashers 
have worn Queen Elizabeth’s crown and the 
subway ticket punchers have wielded Na- 
poleon’s baton. 

BEHOLD NOW the practical man — the 
opposite number of Mr. Mitty! To him, 
dreams are siuff and nonsense, the nocturnal 
hold-over of indigestion, or at most the fairy 
tales of children and the diversionary means 
of keeping the women folk out of your hair. 
Their reality is the brick of fact, the con- 
crete of profit, the iron of advantage. Their 
feet are on the ground, their hands in their 
pockets, their heads under their hats, and 
their eyes on the balance sheet. ‘They give 
life for a living, shut music from their ears, 
color from their eyes and romance from their 
hearts. They often die rich, 





Consider then, how Joseph subtly and 
ably mitigates dream with reality and real- 
ity with dream. He imagines himself his 


father’s favorite and becomes his favorite, He 
imagines himself his brothers’ superior and 
becomes their superior. He sees himself ar- 
rayed in splendor and does possess the coat 
of many colors. He projects the fate of the 
butler and the baker and the line of his 
projection hits the bull’s-eye of reality. He 
predicts the yield and surcease of Egypt’s 
corn and nature follows the graph of his 
vision. But the even more remarkable genius 
of Joseph was that unlike dreamers, he did 
not credit other folk with his fantasies. He 
coolly manipulates his father, Potiphar, the 
warden and all who cross his path, 
PERHAPS THAT is the secret of the ad- 
ministrator’s success. People drained of 
dreams can be more easily managed. ‘The 
managerial skill is very often the craft of 
eliminating the intangible. And _ still, it is 
also the nemesis of the executive. That which 
he drains from others, he eventually exiles 
from himself. And the success of such men 
is a hollow thing, with the rustle of dead 
leaves in its wake. Joseph hitched the stars 
to his chariot and even though the slaves 
cried “‘make way, make way” before him, his 
pride was vanity, for he had exchanged his 
dreams for the deflated cash of power.

the Torah—as was the case with 
the quoted Yosi Haglili, or in the 
arguments of Abaye and Rava, 
Shamai and Hillel, etc., up to the 
present day in the differences of 
opinion that do exist within the 
Orthodox rabbinate itself on 
many aspects of Jewish law. 


THEIR DIFFERENCES of 
opinion are of a different sort. 
It is based upon a difference in 
basic principles of Jewish faith, 
and upon a fundamentally differ- 
ent theological approach, Reform 
and Conservative rabbis can and 
do just easily declare an out- 
right Biblical law as being no 
longer acceptable, if it happens 
fo be one which no longer fits 
into their own personal frame- 
work of Jewish living. They do 
not even attempt to resort to 
halachie reasoning and legal pro- 
cedures in order to avoid the ob- 
servance of mitzvot or command- 
ments. Nor is mass violation of a 
law or Divine way of life, ,the 
justification for its ‘abrogation. 
It is the task of the rabbi to chal- 
lenge just such mass violations 
and defections from the true Jew- 
ish principles of life, even though 
powerless to prevent it. It is only 
by trying that we can ever hope 
to succeed. 

Aye, the Talmud is filled with 
legitimate differences of opinion, 
and no one was excommunicated 
or condemned. 

But even in the Talmud, where 
one great sage (Elisha ben 
Avuha) became a heretic in his 
later years, and objected to the 
justice of Biblical Law, (when 
his differences of opinion became 
fundamentally different), he was 
condemned even to the _ point 
where his name would no longer 
be mentioned, and was_ there- 
after referred to as acher. And 
he was not allowed to go on 
teaching and preaching. Unfor- 
tunately, it is the kind of dis- 
agreement exemplified by acher, 
rather than by Yosi Hagiili, 
Akiva, Hillel ete., that is most 
paralleled by the teaching of | 
the modern anti-traditionalists— 
regardless of the Synagogue 
grouping to which they belong.

Moreover, you seem to have 
misinterpreted the final action 
of the assembly. What we did 
on the floor was to appoint a

committee to draft an affirma- 
tive resolution on civil rights, 
and this carried by a very sub- 
stantial majority, in spite of 
the opposition of many who had 
fought it in the committee. In 
this connection, I would quote 
from the memo on resolutions 
just received from the Council, 
dated Nov. 22, which reads: 

“One other resolution was 
approved in substance — an 
affirmative resolution on civil 
rights—but the wording will 
be developed by a_ special 
committee.
